1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims address the 
claims address a cone beam CT reconstruction method the cone beam projection is wider in the 
axial direction than four turns of the scan spiral and reconstructed with one of efficient 
convolution filtered back projection (claim 1), .convolution filtered back projection with specific 
families of lines (claim 7), shift invariant filtered back projection with specific families of lines 
(claims 10 and 18). These features are neither shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art.
